Not even for a minute did 
he* possesses these abilities, and he 
boxed straight to Tunney, who was 
cautious, moving about stalling him 
off with a straight left hand jab and 
shaking him with a right cross to the 
head. 

These two blows won the title for 
Tunney, plus the fact that Dempsey 
used only about fifty “doubtful” blows 
in the whole fight.

climbing institutions are necessary to 
the intellectual, moral, or tempera- 
mental development ‘f women.” 

As for vocational training—‘Life, 
it seems to me.” Miss Scripps is quot- 
ed as saying, “is about the most im- 
portant thing there is. One may learn 
stenography or bookkeeping, or teach- 
ing, Dut preparation for life is funda- 
mental and must be the foundation.” 

N adjacent grounds is Pomona col- 

lege for men and women, which is 
also heavily endowed by Miss NSceripps. 
The new Scripps College for Women 
will share some of Pomona’s faculty 
advantages, and even the advantages 
of the coeducational feature, if any. 
while at the same time being self-con- 
tained and not exposed, according to 
the founder's plans, to the disadvan- 
tages of coeducation, if any. 

Miss Scripps comes of a newspaper 
family, and she is not scorning the 
support. in ber new venture, of pub- 
licitvy.

Willis A. Sutton, Atlanta 
tendent of schools, were received ‘iur- 
ing the €S8 hours following the first 
appearance of the printed ticket in the 
weekly newspapers. 

The printing order was placed Fri- 
day and tickets will be mailed tocay. 
Tt was planned originaily to ‘ave the 
School-day tickets issued svlely as 
newspaper coupons, to be clipped trum 
the papers and signed by parents and 
teachers. This plan was abandoned 
Friday, at the urgent request ot more 
than a seore of school. ortictals 
throughout the fair’s territovy, when 
it was found that insufficient copies 
of the newspapers had beens printed 
and the cost of additional copies would 
be- excessive. 

The newspaper coupons will be ac- 
cepted, as announced in the weekly 
newspapers, but additional Scneol-day 
tickets will be supplied direct through 
the office of the fair association.
